At a press conference after 
Celebration of Ministries services we announced to the 
many members of the media and Solidarity Members our 
relief that the investigation was over and our decision to 
seek clarification in the investigation with the IRS. From 
2005 through the end of 2007, the total spent on legal 
fees by All Saints on the dropped case, was $274,723.99. 
The IRS examination was behind us, the search for 
clarification before us, and we moved on.

This financial report is comprised of two parts: the report of 2007 financial results and the 
budget for 2008. 


2007 contained many blessings and challenges financially. For the second year in a row, our 
pledge income exceeded $4,000,000 and we continued to experience an increase over prior 
years in pledge revenue. Unfortunately we did not meet our budgeted pledge expectations 
for the year, due mainly to shortfalls in pledge renewals, new pledges and a much higher 
delinquency factor over prior years, resulting in a $290,000 variance from budget. With 
prudent and careful management of our expenses, we were able to offset the income 
shortfalls, but the result is that we have substantially fewer reserves to carry forward into 
2008. This creates challenges in our budgeting for this year. 


On a positive front, through the generosity and foresight of members who provided for the 
church in their estate plans, we received bequests in excess of $400,000 this past year, which 
have increased our endowment funds. In addition, in 2007 parishioners made payments on 
capital campaign pledges in the amount of $2,150,000. Last but not least, the first 
professional audit in the 125-year history of All Saints was completed this year and we were 
given a clean financial bill of health. 


Many thanks to our parish administrator, Christina Honchell, for her work in preparing this 
phenomenal report and to our staff, Vestry and Finance Committee for all their hard work in 
furthering the bold mission of this amazing place. But special thanks go to all of our 
parishioners who, through their generosity and discipline enable us to continue to be bold 
messengers of the Good News.

Pledge Income: We finished the year under budget in pledges by $292,000. This is due to the following 
shortfalls: 


$20,000 fewer new pledges than projected 

$40,000 less in nonpledge support 

$110,000 less in late renewals than projected 

$120,000 more in delinquency than was projected (8.8% actual instead of 6% projected) 
We are grateful for the generosity of all of those who contributed to our ministry in 2007. 


Plate Offerings: Plate offerings were under budget by $12,000; we attribute this to the economy as well 
as the drop in visitors who had come out of curiosity over the I.R.S. issues. 


Special Offerings: This category includes Christmas and Easter offerings, mail gifts, bequests and 
special gifts. 


Building Usage: This line item consists of donations for the use of our property. We budgeted 
conservatively for 2007, due to the city of Pasadena's retrofitting of City Hall, and the possible 
disturbance that activity vvould cause to film companies. VVe vvere fortunate to be able to host one large 
and several small film productions in 2007. 


Endowment Income: Endowment income is based on 596 of the balance of endowment funds averaged 
over the past four quarters. 


Interest/Dividend Income: Rising interest rates and high cash balances increased this line item. 
Interest attributable to the capital campaign funds is transferred out monthly to that restricted account. 


Personnel Offsets: This amount was reimbursed to ASC to cover salaries and benefits for New Vision 
Partners (NVP) employees. 


Offsets to Expenses: These are "offsets" to expenses such as weddings, funerals, retreats and any other 
programs that generate revenues to offset expenses in program budgets. 


Columbarium Income: Income generated by sales of columbarium niches is used to repay a no-interest 
loan that allowed us to do our concrete restoration project; once the loan is repaid, this income will be 
split between capital projects and endowment funds. (See below in Sources and Uses of Cash Reflected 
in the Balance Sheet). 


Transfers from Restricted: We move $5,000 annually into our outreach budget from a restricted fund 
which receives income designated for outreach. In addition, in 2007, it includes $18,000 in donations to 
offset our legal expenses for the I.R.S. investigation and $8,000 from a restricted account to cover 
sabbatical expenses. 


Personnel: The savings we show in 2007 are from open clergy and administrative positions, staff search 
and relocation expenses and savings in health insurance (budgeted based on projections; our April 
renewal came in lower than budgeted). 


New Vision Partners (NVP) Personnel: This line item includes the salaries of NVP employees; benefits 
are included in the Personnel line item above. 


Worship: Worship includes the two new services (1 p.m. bilingual and Saturday Celebration) and both 
services were under budget for the year.

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Pastoral Care: The Pastoral Care line items include budgets for weddings and funerals, which are 
impossible to predict (the income for weddings and funerals appears in "Offsets to Expenses," above). 


Incorporation: This category includes Small Groups, Covenant classes, the Growth & Incorporation 
Task Force and Leadership; spending was under budget for the year. 


Administration: Administration expenses were over budget due to I.R.S. investigation legal expenses, 
which were $134,000 over the amount we had budgeted for 2007. Total cost for legal expenses over the 
period from September 2005 - November 2007 were $275,000. We collected $113,000 over that same 
period in gifts to our Legal Defense Fund. 


Program Support: This category includes expenses used by all departments: kitchen and paper 
supplies as well as parking expenses. We increased the budget for 2007 to move to using recyclable and 
green products, and didn't use the entire budget. 


Outreach: All outreach grants were paid; funds not spent were from outreach administrative line items. 


Reserves: We used a portion of the operating reserves for the first time in ten years. The Finance 
Committee approved the spending of reserves to pay for the updated fire alarm system in the 
sanctuary.

Increase in Net Assets for Future: We finished 2007 with a shortfall of $246,065. We used that amount 
of the cash accumulated in past years (we budgeted use of $400,000 accumulated cash in the 2007 
budget). After accounting for cash sources and uses reflected on the balance sheet ($52,719), we have 
available cash of $100,215. We will apply $100,000 to the 2008 budget.

Most expense budgets have been cut by an average of 10%. Exceptions have been made when there is a lease 
obligation, for Peace & Justice grants and the Stewardship department. It may appear that more or less than 
1096 has been cut to any given department, due to the offsets for administrative costs (copying and printing) 
that are part of each budget, and which are tied to lease payments.

Pledge Income: Budgeted income for 2008 is flat in comparison to actual pledged income for 2007 (and a 
$944 000 decrease from the 2007 budget for pledge income). The pledge budget line is determined by a 
formula that included gross pledges, projected new pledges and renewals, nonpledger (envelope) giving, 
and late payments. We are using a higher delinquency factor for 2008 (8.5%) based on our actual results for 
2007, in order to be conservative. (After a higher delinquency rate (8% - 9%) in 2000 - 2002, we experienced 
delinquency rates in the 5% - 6% range from 2004 through 2006.) We are grateful to everyone who has 
made a pledge toward the 2008 Stewardship Campaign. 


Anticipated Additional Pledges: The Vestry has approved the insertion of $250,000 in anticipated pledges 
into the budget. If we do not bring in additional pledges by March 31, 2008, we will cut any or all of that 
unfunded amount from the expense budget. 


Special Offerings: We are reducing this income budget based on results in 2007. 


Interest/Dividends: We are increasing this line slightly, based on 2007 results, understanding that interest 
rates are likely to fall. 


Endowment Income: Endowment income is based on 5% of the balance of endowment funds averaged 
over the last four quarters. 


Building Usage: The Pasadena City Hall retrofit was completed in May 2007, and we anticipate that we 
will have some additional opportunities. 


Revenue from Special Events (Offsets): This line item consists of projected offsets to such expenses as 
weddings, funerals, retreats and workshops. Choir fees are included in this line item. 


Personnel Offsets: Two of our employees are paid in part by New Vision Partners funds. Salary and 
benefit offsets are shown in this line item. 


Columbarium Income: We do not budget for Columbarium income, as it is used to repay a no-interest loan 
for previous concrete restoration. 


Personnel: The 2008 budget includes cost of living increases for custodians and childcare (we are 
committed to keeping our wages in line with Living Wage ordinances). Cost of Living increases for 2008 for 
other staff are included at this point in the budget, but are subject to the raising of additional pledge income; 
increases will be given retroactively if the pledge budget is increased by March 31. We have cut two 
positions from the 2007 personnel budget: the Peace & Justice / Adult Ed clergy position (also referred by as 
the “68 priest) and an administrative staff position. Offsetting increases to the personnel budget are for 
health and dental insurance. 


New Vision Partners (NVP) Personnel: The salary portion of the NVP Personnel offsets (above) appears 
in this line item. Taxes and insurance are included in the Personnel line item above. 


Worship: The worship budget was adjusted for the two new services based on actual spending in 2007.

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Communications: The Communications budget has not been cut, as postage, printing and advertising rates 
have increased and we don't feel comfortable reducing our communications abilities. 


Administration: The 2008 budget includes decreases in the budgets for legal expenses and the audit (the 
2007 budget included a higher amount for the first professional audit). 


Buildings and Grounds: Modest increases for utilities were made before the 10% cut. 


Program Support: Program Support includes parking and kitchen/ paper supplies expenses. The 2008 
budget is based on 2007 actual expenses. 


Diocesan Pledge: Our diocesan pledge remains at 1076 of the diocesan formula for Normal Operating 
Income. 


Outreach: We have not cut the outreach grants, but some outreach programming has been reduced.
